Whittier was founded twenty 
years ago as a Friend's colony 
and was named after the beloved 
Quaker pott With the increase 
of population it has grown from 
1 quiet Quaker village into a busy

Whittier lies in the frostless 
belt in a curve of the Puente foot- 
hills, which protect it from the 
cold blasts from snow-capped 
mountains. It is fourteen miles 
from Los Angles and is reached 
from that city by the S. S. R. R.
